E ven to his nearest relatives he benj** 
little resem blance, for when we rea l-1 
Ize that scorpions and hot edit e crabs 
m ust call blin cousin we perceive that I 
his is Indeed an aberrant bough on ti e 
tree of creation. 
Nature has provided spiders with na 
organ filled alw ays with liquid, wit! It j 
on being exposed to flu* air hardens ' 
and can In* drawn out Into the slender 
threads which n o know as cobweb. 
The silkworm Incases its body with a 
mile or more of gleam ing silk, hut 
there its usefulness is ended, as far 
as the silkworm is concerned. But spi­ 
ders have found a hundred Ufos fat 
their cordage, som e of which are star 
til ugly sim ilar to lumina inventions 
A list of nil the u-es of cobwebs 
would take much space, hut o f tin sc 
the most fam iliar Is the snare set for 
unwary flh>s 
the wonderfully ingot! 
lous webs which sparkle with dew 
am ong the grasses or stretch from hush 
to hush. 
The framework is of w eb­ 
bing, and upon this is woven the sticky 
spiral which is so elastic, so ethereal, 
aud yet strong enough to (Miteogle a 
good sized insect. H ow knowing seems 
the little worker as, the web and bis 
den of concealm ent being completed.

ie spins a strong cable from the center 
of the w eb to tho entrance of his 
I watchtow er.

WHAT THE COLLEGE WANTS 


It Will Need $169,000 for New Buildings 


in Order to Properly Conduct 


Its W'ork. 


Dallas, T ex., Dec. i i .—T he di­ 
rectors of the Texas Agricultural 
and Mechanical College met 
in 
called session Monday giving con­ 
sideration to the report which will 
be sent tp the legislature, naming 
W. W. Evans of Coleman as su­ 
perintendent of the college farm, 
succeeding W. R. Robinson, who 
resigned last summer, and granting 
right of way through the college 
dim pus to a com ptly which pro 
poses to construct an electric line 
from Bryan to College Station. 
Several appropriations of large 
amounts will be asked of the legis­ 
lature by the directors, who de­ 
clare that the appropriations will 
be necessary in order to properly 
conduct the work of the college. 
An appropfiation of $50,000 will 
be asked for the erection of a dor­ 
mitory capable of accommodating 
125 students. 
At present twenty- 
four boys are domiciled in tents, 
and were money available for the 
purchase of more tents it is said 
other students would camp iii order 
to relieve the congestion in the.bar­ 
racks. 
For an engineering building $75,- 
000 will be requested. 
Three lead­ 
ing departments are to be accom­ 
modated—civil, electrical and agri­ 
cultural engineering. 
There will be requested $4,000 
for a farm equipment building, so 
that instruction may be given in 
the use and care of 
farmers’ ma­ 
chinery. 
For a steam heating plant $40,- 
000 is to be requested. 
This plant 
is to furnish heat for all the build­ 
ings except the mess hall. 
The College is said to stand much 
in need of fine dairy and beef cattle 
as well as fine sheep,

Choice Christmas steers from native terri­ 
tory at .$6.65 to $7 today. 
Hogs have shown great strength since a 
week ago, with the excepton of one day, 
Saturday. 
T h e market is 5 to 7 1-2 cents 
higher today, supply 8000 head* and pre­ 
dictions are in favor of still higher prices 
this week, with the usual confident asser­ 
tions that the price will reach $7 in thirty 
days. 
Receipts are 20 per cent short of a 
year ago at Kansas City and other points 
also exhibit decreases, and all the condi­ 
tions favor strong maikets.

W hile m ost of th e ir com 
m onest tools differ in som e radical 
w ay from our own, it is never safe ti* 
assum e th e superiority of tho w estern 
product. 
Th d r sm all ax. for exam ple, 
is a beautifully balanced tool, and tbo.s 
are rem ark ab ly ad ep t in Cie use of ‘t, 
being able to w ork as tru e a surface 
therew ith as can be obtained w ith un 
adz in the hands of th e w hite m an. 
On heavy w ork it is custom ary for 
tw o to hew to g eth er on opposite side.', 
strik in g alte rn a te blows. 
Both hands 
are used, aud the recover is over the 
shoulder, 
a lte rn a te 
right 
aud 
loft. 
T here is a freedom of sw ing w ith an 
accuracy of delivery th a t is a tre a t to 
w atch, an d the rap id ity of blow s is al 
m ost bew ildering.—E ngineering M ags 
Aine.
